Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With regard to most of the rejections, since the 
amendment will not be entered, the arguments are moot. Weir remains applicable. Applicant argues that because Weir does not teach 
any sequence, the sequence cannot be inherent. This is clearly incorrect. Weir teaches the chromosome 8 itself which inherently 
comprises the complete chromosome 8 sequence. PG-1 is admitted by Applicant to be present on chromosome 8. Thus, chromosome 
8 will inherently comprise the complete PG-1 sequence. This is a necessary result, not a speculative one.. 
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
